Near Banff in the Rocky 
Mountains, crews working on the 
construction of the railroad 
discovered some caverns and 
hot springs. 


In 1885 this land was set aside 
for the enjoyment of the 
Canadian people. Banff was our 
first national park. 


Today, Canada has national parks, 
provincial parks and historic 
parks and sites all across the 
country; but many areas are still 
unrepresented and unprotected. 


The national parks centennial is 
an occasion to renew our com- 
mitment to preserve examples of 
our heritage unimpaired for the 
benefit of all Canadians.
